The Child: Citizen 


THIS time new resolutions the 
beginning new year know 
better way giving you basis for 
your forward look for the year 1951 and 
for many years thereafter than review 
the recent pastoral the 
archy.

reached present means operated: 


There exist the international 
order aggressors who deny men their 
God-given rights and aim enslave 
mankind under Godless materialism. 

are making striking advances 
the care the physical, social, emo- 
tional needs man, but not show 
the same solicitude and understanding 


his moral and religious needs; hence 
the confusion and insecurity young 
people. 

The larger environment which 
the child grows society where 
“social, moral, intellectual, and spiritual 
values are everywhere disintegrating.” 

Children are likely self-cen- 
tered rather than God-centered one 
the most challenging tasks facing 
parents. 

The foster care dependent chil- 
dren not the exclusive care the 
State, but there should always 
place for voluntary agencies mercy. 
Dependent children have the same right 
education and religious education 
other children. 

Children have lost spiritual direc- 
tion and are too many cases un- 
disciplined, following unregulated im- 
pulses and desires. 

Parental responsibility too often 
devolves upon the mother only; many 
fathers have not accepted their full 
responsibility. 

lack any sense responsi- 
bility correlating with the rights young 
people. 


Such are least some the character- 
istics the contemporary situation. The 
facts that the child citizen heaven 
overlooked. the other hand self- 
centered rather than God-centered, as- 
serting his rights but forgetting unaware 
his obligations. These are vital elements 
the heart the contemporary situation. 
They are indications the need for 
radical and more effective impact the 
social institutions, family and school, State 
and Church the individual. Especially 
this challenge the Catholic school 
less than the public school. 


The_ the. discussion 
centers around four points which are sum- 
marized the document itself, thus: 


First all, will arouse him 
God and eternity. 
His vision will opened out upon 
supernatural world revealed faith 
which differs from the world nature 
his senses reveal. Thus will discover 
higher life than this daily one and 
brighter world than that sees. Sec- 
ondly, will give him continuing pur- 
pose life, for will teach him that 
was made know, love, and serve God 
this world the condition for merit- 
ing eternal happiness. Thirdly, will in- 
duce him deep sense responsi- 
bility for those rights and obligations 
possesses reason his citizenship 
heaven well earth. Finally, 
religion will challenge him sanctify 
whatever walk life chooses and 
seek and accept the will God 
whatever way manifested. 
Thus, principle integration, reli- 
gion will help the child develop 
sense God, sense direction, 
sense responsibility, and sense 
mission this life. 


The achievement these purposes must 
built the recognition the spiritual 
and moral character the social crises; 
the spiritual and moral nature the indi- 
vidual well the social and biological; 
and the need for spiritual motivation 
the home, the school, and the larger 
society. The phrase, citizen two worlds, 
course designed emphasize the 
otherworldly aspect human life; may 
not too happy expression citizen- 
ship, the whole, does not emphasize the 
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absolute character the individual. The 
analysis Allers man’s fourfold nature 
physical organism (organic natural 
realm), human being (the realm 
persons), intelligent being (realm 
mind), and immortal soul predestined 
final resurrection (the realm the 
supernatural), little more definite and 
comprehensive statement the funda- 
mental fact. any case, there need for 
“the integrating force religion taught 
Christ.” 


Building the Sense God 


What are the points emphasized the 
bishops their pastoral? present 
this time summary form the specific 
recommendations reserving more detailed 
treatment some them for later time. 

The bishops emphasize building 
the sense God the child, and the end 
his education every level make 
him God-centered not merely self-centered 
number things: 


The parents should early initiate 
the child series prayers and 
pious practices include: morning and 
evening prayers; grace before and after 
meals; the family rosary; saying short 
prayers each time the striking clock 
marks the passage another hour 
nearer eternity; the reverential making 
the Sign the Cross; inculcation 
respect for the Crucifix and other reli- 
gious objects. 

Spiritual motivation will en- 
couraged the imitation Christ par- 
ticularly offering opportunities the 
home acts self-denial for 
sake. 

Under the heading developing the 
sense God the child, four additional 
points are emphasized, particularly 
rights parents and the State: 

The responsibility for the education 
the child, including his religious edu- 
cation the primary right the parent 
and not the State, both natural law 
and statutory law (The Oregon De- 
cision, 1944). 

Catholics who find impossible 
use the provisions Catholic education 
have nevertheless grave obligation 
provide for the religious 
education the child. 

The state should, because the 
importance citizens guided moral 
principles firmly grounded 
its welfare, look with favor 
released-time programs religious 
instruction. 

The religious training dependent 
children should not denied the 
tendency exclusive care the State. 


Giving the Child Sense 
Spiritual Direction 


Parent Responsibility. The section 
giving the child sense spiritual direc-

tion, instead letting him drift and wander 
aimlessly confused and paganized 
world contains discussion three points 
especially important for schools: (1) in- 
struction religion, (2) sex instruction, 
and (3) the relation home and school. 
Some general points are made for parents 
which will serve background for this 
discussion home-school relationship: 


Parental responsibility joint 
responsibility mother and father. 

Parents should make ample use 
the sacraments and teachings the 
Church.

The Home and School Relationship. The 
third the problems mentioned above 
the relation home school. Home the 
first and fundamental school. should em- 
body Christian principles every aspect 


Where the school does not teach these 


principles there confusion. But the 
home not embodiment Christian 
principles and drifting positively 
moving toward materialism and paganism 
and the child sent school where re- 
ligion taught, the “confusion com- 
pounded.” Real education, integral educa- 
tion requires that the home and school must 
co-operate the education the child, 
particularly his religious and moral forma- 
tion. But too many homes Catholics 
are not Catholic. The conflicting loyalties 
can result only moral and sometimes 
mental disintegration. 

Sex Education. The bishops believe fa- 
thers and mothers have natural com- 
petence instruct with regard sex. 
Surely the home the safest place for 
such instruction, particularly such in- 
formation should given individually 
religious and moral context. Regarding 
sex instruction the schools the bishops 
declare: “We protest the strongest pos- 
sible terms against the introduction sex 
instruction the school.” 

Religious Instruction. From the stand- 
point the school one the most incisive 
discussions the bishops relates the 
religious instruction. The central point 
the vast difference between knowing God 
and knowing about God. short, religious 
teaching does not get translated into per- 
sonal experience not incarnated the 
individual life. God abstraction. Mere 
knowledge about religion sterile. Two 
pointed remarks are made regarding this 
defect. The first summarized Christ’s 
words: “If you love Me, keep com- 
and the second the sen- 
tence: “Where love is, there, too, serv- 
ice.” would great day for Catholic

Teachers, Superiors, and Parents 
Rev. Joseph 


art public relations has been 
adopted currently with typical Ameri- 
can enthusiasm essential part the 
American economy life. has become 
panacea for ailing business and industry, 
the handmaiden the professions, and the 
ghostly companion the public official. 
Needless say, the world education 
has not escaped. The school America 
has become big business, and its prosperity 
has been furthered immeasurably skill- 
ful public relations. Without becoming 
devotee cult, certainly must ad- 
mitted that good relationships are desir- 
able asset any school, whether secular 
religious. However, the Catholic 
school the divine mandate perfection 
constantly urges the striving for the ideal. 
all its relationships must considered 
not just from the viewpoint worldly 
material advantages, but the light 
those spiritual factors which give the 
Catholic school both existence and meaning. 


The Teaching Apostolate 


For the Catholic administrator teacher, 
priest, Brother, nun, education not 
just profession, apostolate. Our 
ultimate spiritual objectives endow our 
efforts with spiritual dignity signifi- 
cance. Yet sometimes the religious and 
spiritual aspects education tend be- 
come lost maze more less secu- 
lar considerations. Syllabi, standards, state 
and accrediting agency requirements, tests 
and measurements, surround every 
side, and too often education becomes 
rather profession than vocation. Cer- 
tainly are walk worthy the 
great vocation teaching, spiritual ele- 
ments enter into all our relationships. 
Charity and justice, prudence and obe- 
dience, say nothing fortitude, are but 
few the essential virtues underlying 
public relations for the Catholic teacher. 
the light such fundamental 
spiritual factors that are considering 
public relations. 


The Religious Superior 


For every Catholic religious teacher 
most important relationship exists with 
religious superiors. Theirs the responsi- 
bility making assignments the vari- 
ous schools and teaching levels. doing 
they have consider many things. Com- 
munity needs may dictate the transfer 
superior teacher. Perhaps the teach- 
ers are quite happy their present assign- 
ment and are not too sure they will 
happy the one which they are going.

Perhaps they are expendable taking the 
place religious who was community 
problem, who didn’t get along with her 
local superior with the pastor. Perhaps 
teacher changed from higher grade 
level lower, while another whom she 
considers have much less ability sent 
teach high school. Dissatisfaction and 
discontent can sometimes generated too 
easily the heart religious and re- 
sentment directed against community 
local superiors. The Catholic religious 
teacher should give always religious su- 
periors unquestioning loyalty 
dience. Certainly charity and prudence 
should dictate the actions and reactions 
such superiors. For the religious there 
always the quest for perfection and sancti- 
fication. For them the will the superior 
must the will God. What earthly 
difference does make whether religious 
teaching kindergarten college, whether 
the teaching scene the most modern and 
best equipped school little frame build- 
ing the country, whether the convent 
mansion very humble its appear- 
ance and appointments? What matters all 
this? The important thing that the will 
God done the education His 
children. Therefore, let not too criti- 
cal our attitude toward superiors. They, 
too, are animated the desire that the 
great work Catholic education fur- 
thered the most effective way possible. 
Perhaps they may seem obtuse our evi- 
dent abilities, but theirs rather un- 
enviable task, particularly when they try 
reconcile religious ideals, the onerous 
realities teaching, and the fact that 
religious are supposed happy people. 
you are simple religious, pray that 
the mantle authority may fall some- 
one else’s shoulders, for heavy one, 
indeed. Look the Crucifix, and contem- 
plating the incarnation humility and 
obedience, know that yours the better 
part. And perhaps you’d better ask for 
sense humor, too. You’ll need it. 


The Superintendent 


suppose that, next religious supe- 
riors, the average religious teacher con- 
cerned most about the superintendent 
schools. one who knows many them 
can assure you that they are not bad 
set fellows, really. There little basis 
for the attitude many teachers who 
look the superintendent combina- 
tion Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, Franken- 
stein and Nero. They are positively not 
the odious people that many teachers make 
them out. Selected for leadership and 
ability, they have been entrusted with the 


administration educational activities 
the bishop, whose representative they are. 
Their sole objective co-ordinate the 
work Catholic education into effective 
program. That means supervision and, 
certain extent, standardization. These 
things must accepted superiors and 
teachers necessary Catholic education 
fulfill its purpose. Therefore, isn’t 
quite the right attitude direct toward 
the activities the superintendent re- 
sentful “Humph! More courses study 
more regulations more forms more 
why doesn’t just stay his 
office and read his breviary spiritual 
book, instead thinking more ways 
annoy us?” Well, the superintendent 
viewing the educational scene from the 
vantage point the entire diocese, not 
just your school. There must needs 
leadership education and our superin- 
tendents have given us, heaped 
and flowing over. There must needs co- 
ordination, and our superintendents have 
accomplished this. There must needs 
supervision, for education just won’t work 
without it. give the superintendent 
your obedience, your confidence, and your 
co-operation. comes your school 
and your classroom, don’t tremble and 
shudder before the ordeal. The Inquisition 
matter history and the rack only 
memory. there help you and 
better the work Catholic education. 
will supremely happy you greet him 
with smile (not wry, you please), make 
him feel that welcome, teach the 
class you always (not staging, be- 
cause he’ll detect immediately) and 
send him away with sense pride 
you. And please, wintertime, don’t 
open the windows just before gets 
your room, that frozen 
out both figuratively and literally. After 
all, may have been army chaplain 
Alaska! 


The Supervisor 


The community supervisor provides an- 
other relationship fraught with many pos- 
sibilities. This unfortunate personality has 
been chosen religious superiors for the 
most thankless task the whole com- 
munity. The rank and file look them 
with jaundiced eye, and the prejudiced 
mind they are combination all the 
undesirable attributes the Gestapo and 
the OGPU. After all, they make reports 
back the mother house. what? 
you are doing your work well, you have 
nothing fear from them anyone else. 
you are doing poorly, then you need 
help and plenty it, hard may

fact. Community supervisors have been 
chosen supervise, not spy. There 
difference. They should welcome visitors 
the classroom. They are supposed 
acquainted with all the latest methods 
visual aids, classroom techniques, and 
lot other things that the ordinary 
teacher never finds time investigate. 
Therefore, they should welcome source 
help for every teacher. They should 
treated with respect and with courtesy. 
The teacher should make the supervisor 
feel that hints and helps are sought volun- 
tarily and not thrust upon unwilling 
recipient. Problems and difficulties the 
classroom should discussed with them 
quite freely. After all, they are the spe- 
cialists. Let’s honest. Catholic education 
fortunate have them. careful. You 
may one yourself some day. 


The Pastor 


Then there always the pastor. Like 
the father the family, pays all the 
bills and frequently taken very much 
for granted. either not interested 
the school interferes too much. 
either visits the convent inopportune 
times that that Sisters can’t get their 
work done, ignores them. has all 


kinds peculiar regulations, and won’t. 


even allow candy sold during Lent. 
For too many superiors and teachers 
eccentric fellow appointed the parish 
intelligent bishop. Oh, yes, there are those 
wonderful members the clergy wearing 
the pastoral toga who are beloved 
old and young. But they live the neigh- 
boring parishes. Well, leaving personalities 
aside, the pastor just that. the 
shepherd the flock, and him has been 
entrusted the spiritual welfare that basic 
unit church organization, the parish. 
His is, indeed, the care souls, that cura 
animarum which bears with such heavy 
his people loving father, impartial 
judge, and financial wizard. His prob- 
lems are many and varied the people 
the parish. The superiors and teachers 
the parish school are supposed as- 
sume for him part his burden the 
Christian education his beloved little 
children. Their faith and love are his 
hope for the future. Therefore, his wishes 
and commands, whatever they may be, 
should accepted with humility and obe- 
dience. There should complete co-oper- 
ation with his desires. After all, does 
pay the salaries (if has the money) 
and after all, these his children and 
his responsibility. Therefore, religious 
should treat him with respect and rever- 
ence. the convent cold the morning, 
don’t down and complain the pupils 
that the pastor miser. Part the 
Christian education you are supposed 
impart instill deep reverence and 
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respect for the priesthood. You can’t 
you don’t have yourself. The future 
destiny the parish practically your 
hands. you give the children love 
Christ and His Church, real love and 
respect for their priests, then the faith 
that parish secure. know great many 
pastors, and there isn’t one them who 
not appreciative the great work 
the teaching Brothers and Sisters. They 
want their school good school, and 
they want the teachers have the best, 
even the cost personal sacrifice 
for the pastor himself. And after all, 
the boss. Even bit testy and 
difficult times, may the result 
weighty problems which you can know 
nothing, may even have ulcers. But 
you treat him nicely, tell him occasionally 
what wonderful work doing, co-oper- 
ate with him, don’t antagonize his people 
petty tyranny. Send him that beautiful 
surplice for Christmas; may never wear 
it, but he’ll love it. 


The Parents 


Then, course, children have par- 
ents. They are frequently those mysterious 
people who never become reality the 
teacher until Johnny Mary get into 
trouble. perhaps they are the aggressive 
type who are always camping the school 
steps waiting defend the last ditch 
the conduct their offspring, while the 
same time offering free information 
child psychology the long-suffering 
teacher. However, all parents are not un- 
just aggressors, and they are the parents 
the children you teach, with very defi- 
nite rights and responsibilities. The Catho- 
lic school the instrument which the 
Church offers them way help 
the Christian education their children. 
Certainly there should closer and more 
frequent contact between the school and 
the parent. Most parents are vitally inter- 
ested the education their children, but 
many them don’t know exactly what 
about it. evening open house 
Sunday occasionally for the parents 
would liberal education for both the 
school and the home. The school should 
get know all can about the home. 
Sometimes parents are separated not 
getting along. Perhaps the father out 
work and the parents have much too little 
this world’s goods. Perhaps there ill- 
ness the family. These and hundred 
other things can affect the schoolwork 
the pupil. Always presume that parents are 
intelligently interested the welfare 
their children. Most parents are. Act ac- 
cordingly and don’t put chip your 
shoulder when parents are announced 
the parlor. they have one, lift off 
gently but firmly and make them feel that 
there mutual interest helping the 
child. There is, too, for Christian parent- 
hood noble vocation, and parents are

called recreation. They are good activities, 
but they primarily entertain, amuse, and 
divert. They afford enjoyable relaxation, 
but active participation limited. Only 
those actively engaged experience personal 
satisfaction and achievement. The specta- 
tor’s participation wholly passive. 

Recreation, thus described, falls into 
four main types: intellectual reading, 
writing, study, research, collecting, etc.; 
social conversation, games, talks, wel- 
fare work, etc.; literature, 
music, dramatics, wood carving, etc.; 
physical manual arts, hunting, fishing, 
hiking, group sports, etc. 


Family Recreation 
Because are social beings accus- 
tomed group living, and because 


circle, the chosen activities had 
happy combination the four predomi- 
nant types appeal all. The multiple 
sports, active games and dances the old 
and the new world answered this descrip- 
tion. They challenge mental and physical 
co-ordination. their nature they are 
social. Outdoor settings for games and 
sports, and the choreography appeal the 
artistic, and the physical activity involved, 
furnishes the desired bodily stimulation. 

many cases, because baby sitting 
is, the Catholic PTA meetings 
Cleveland actually had the family circle 
the school hall church recreation 
room, and proved that folk games and 
dances are “it” for the family situation. 
Doctors, lawyers, clerks, and machinists 
joined hands with their wives and children 
and had amazing fun the Paw Paw 
Patch, Mouse Trap, and the Children’s 
Polka. Youngsters ranging from teens down 
vitamin-enriched little folk with wobbly 
legs, small bright eyes, and idea that 
whatever the rest can do, they can bet- 
ter played with their grown-ups and won- 
dered that they could having such 
big time. 

truly that such fasci- 
nating social activities the folk dance 
and game are not more general use 
that for many Cleveland’s Catholic 
parents was their first experience the 
charmed circle. Unlike many other forms 
art such literature, painting, and 
drama, folk dances and games have been 
neglected. Pictures and written words can 
seen and easily handed from one gen- 
eration another, but the play people 
can not simply preserved, for the 
folk arts live only the hearts humble 
folk. 

Before the era modern crowded cities 
and isolated rural communities, children 
played the games taught their parents. 
They danced with them and neighboring 
families through many evening 
rollicking square dance. They ran through 
fragrant meadows, hills and down long 
country roads. They swam and fished 
waters the brook and climbed trees for 
fruit, perhaps merely for the pure joy 
climbing. They played with their fami- 
lies and friends, and the family circle was 
reality. 

Children today have paved streets. 
cement driveways, occasional well 
equipped playground, and 
yards, any all, which play. Their 
parents, mentally and physically exhausted 
the work the day, are aghast asked 
join them.

the child, that period when first 
beginning make effective use his 
powers speech and has not yet learned 
read, should carefully trained 
correct, easy, and effective speech habits. 
is, this period, developing skill 
that will use throughout life, with in- 
creasing complexity and demand. For this 
reason, the present treatment will put 
greater weight oral language and self- 
expression the part the child through 
creative activity and dramatization with 
its various subtopics. The study litera- 
ture for the child the kindergarten and 
primary age, will not consider much 
wide selection suitable material and 
the mechanics reading, will concen- 
trate oral use literature: storytelling 
and creative response. The second half 
the treatment will devoted speech arts 
and auxiliary activities. This will range 
from informal conversation social 
courtesies organized choral speaking and 
dramatization with its more technical as- 
pects pantomine, puppets, and shadow 
plays. 
Storytelling 

The first experience that the child has 
with literature during infancy when the 
mother sings lullabies songs him, 
recites rhymes poems. this period 
comprehends practically nothing the 
meaning the literature hears, but the 
experience valuable him the rich- 
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ness the vowel sounds, the harmonious 
blend syllables, and the regularity and 
swing the rhythm. Gradually, the little 
one imitates the sounds about him: the 
voice his mother and other members 
the family, and within short time 
bling, cooing, and chattering, but never- 
theless, giving effective imitations sounds 
that hears. Already two three 
years age, the child may “read” very 
volubly from book newspaper his 
own unintelligible baby language, and 
whén his story concluded, look his 
audience for applause and recognition. This 
merely uninhibited gesture his in- 
stinct communicate with others, and 
indicates the natural bent for storytelling 
that present all us. 
the time child has reached his 
second birthday should given books, 
containing pictures things his own 
environment and experience. Gradually, 
simple Mother Goose rhymes, nursery 
songs, and folk songs can added his 
literary store. Picture books from which 
stories can told, are fascinating him, 
and soon will ready “tell back” 
the story, delighting turning pages just 
sees the adults his acquaintance 
turning them. will want, not many 
stories, but frequent repetitions few 
favorite probably that em- 
ploy animal and rhythmic sounds. will 
soon know them well that can antic- 
ipate pet words, phrases, and situations, 
prompting here and there with word, 
and getting general sense security 
from his smug knowledge what com- 
ing. Modern education and psychology have 
recognized that, really beneficial, 
storytelling cannot mere haphazard 
diversion the part parent teacher, 
employed merely amuse the child 
for the present moment. The boy girl 
the age three, listening story, 
being trained and educated, and that 
education going the best, cer- 
tain points should observed this 
seemingly trivial matter storytelling.

The 
storyteller should not herself, 
asking questions, inviting participation, 
making digressions; 


should she, ordinarily, permit the children 
interrupt. 

Besides these points that contribute 
the effectiveness storytelling, there an- 
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other aspect that involves more intimately 
the artistry the craft. diffi- 
cult say how much dramatization, ges- 
ture, and facial expression should accom- 
pany the narration. Much depends the. 
type story, and the background and 
temperament the child. Some stories need 
certain amount dramatic handling 
order effective, others require 
restrained, quiet style. Other points, 
equally optional and similarly depending 
the nature the material and the 
audience, would leave mooted questions, 
whether story should read told, 
memorized improvised. 

There are many artistic effects that 
come only with experience 
These involve the correct amount ges- 
ture, the appropriate place for pause, the 
change tempo and voice dynamics. 
Ruth Sawyer has given, perhaps, the most 
complete and understanding estimate 
the art storytelling. Describing the 
wide variety techniques 
appropriate the different stories, she 
part: 


Some stories, heroic ones, march from 
beginning end. Other stories 
quickly, light feet; they call for the 
suggested rhythm, the delicacy touch 
Strauss waltz.

strengthen, develop, habits 
good character, such as: tolerance, 
justice, and devotion truth. 

strengthen, develop, habits 
good personality, such .as: accuracy, 
neatness, precision thinking, and the 
causal relationships events. 

develop and foster cultural in- 
terests, such as: taste for good books, 
interest other peoples, appreciation 
beauty, and the love 
whether actual through vicarious 
experience. 


History and Religion 

the Catholic school system, history 
should taught conjunction with religion, 
for religion has always been the supreme co- 
life. the centralizing, unifying, and vital- 
izing force the whole educative process. 
Christianity not the religion which colors 
the teaching history, then will athe- 
ism, nihilism, secularism, materialism 
—call what you will. 

How, specifically, can Catholicism permeate 
the teaching history? referring all major 
events some one the basic truths 
religion. Some critics might call this indoctri- 
nation the first class, and they would 
absolutely right. is. But, repeat —if 
teachers not indoctrinate with Christianity, 
then they will with something else, for 
utterly impossible present historical 
facts completely objective, and therefore, 
cold and prosaic manner. 

teacher, religious not, need apologize 
for presenting the Catholic viewpoint 
events, clarifying discussion clinching 
argument with fundamental principle 
truth goodness. Our adversaries, the Com- 
munists (from whom might borrow much 
zeal and some tenacity purpose) are quick 
snatch teaching positions wherever avail- 
able and use the constitutional right 
speech denounce God, government, and the 
fundamental rights man. 

Religious teachers are primarily religious 
and then teachers. They ought, therefore, 
find difficulty presenting historical facts 
immature minds the true perspective 
religion. possible, however, miss the 


woods for the trees, and briefest sum- 
mary, here are four the outstanding reli- 
gious principles which can correlated with 
history: 


The nature man. 

relation his fellow men. 

Obligations existing between peo- 
ples and nations. 


hard for realize that all people 
not believe that man composed 
body which can see, and its life-giving 
principle, immortal soul which cannot 
see. The concept that man was made God 
for God poles apart from that concept 
which says that man just happened into ex- 
istence, lives, and should work for the state, 
and then disintegrates death. 

man’s relation God, the emphasis 
should man’s dependence God, and 
man’s obligation use the resources 
the earth according God’s plan. 


Christian Principles 

Regarding man’s relation his fellow men, 
children should taught the individual dig- 
nity every person, regardless color 
skin place habitation. The social nature 
man should emphasized; and, the sa- 
credness and integrity the family should 
upheld and exalted all times. The dignity 
the worker and his work should brought 
the attention particularly elementary 
school pupils. And the spiritual and material 
interdependence all men cannot empha- 
sized too greatly. 

These foundations should well laid and 
their application made every opportunity, 
study current events, which history 
the making. Then, will not difficult for 
children who are nature logical thinkers 
see the obligations existing among peoples 
and nations regards justice and charity. 
For, after all, the world composed noth- 
ing more than family nations. 

Fundamentally, then, these are the impor- 
tant principles which should govern the teach- 
ing historical facts. They are included 
the treatment factual material contained 
Catholic textbooks. And here, shall 
concerned only with Catholic texts, for when 
these are available, Catholic teachers should 
not even consider others, especially 
elementary level learning. 

The problem textbooks large one 
itself, but there are some standards governing 
their use which are place here. First all.

Use Textbooks 


Today, the generally accepted use text- 
books twofold: single text per child, per 
grade; or, the library system. this latter, 
two methods followed: 

single copy enough different texts 
supply every child the class, 

Three groups different texts vary- 
ing reading levels with some few copies 
other supplementary texts well. 

the library system, copies prepared 
units work are imperative any unity and 
continuity are established. 

Some teachers are prone forget that chil- 
dren the elementary grades need 
taught how study the subject history 
well other branches learning. During 
the history period these teachers conduct 
class day after day unto tireless monotony 
asking one child after another read para- 
graph more. comment. discussion. 
Nothing provoke understanding thought 
questions. Only repetition words 
sequence sometimes this painful 
procedure especially when the children are 
not the best readers. These same teachers 
become exasperated when Johnny fails 
measure reproducing the content read, 
but they fail realize that the lion’s share 
the blame rests squarely their own 
shoulders. Perhaps this procedure can 
called teaching, but doubtful. Whatever 
such children manage learn, learned 
spite the teacher. 

the great and learned St. Thomas Aquinas 
was right his explanation the learning 
process wherein says that one learns either 
definitely must more than hear the chil- 
dren read the content the textbook, regard- 
less the subject matter under discussion. 
somewhat consoling know, however, 
that teachers who consistently adhere this 
method are few and far between. 


Variety Appeal 

accordance with the nature man, 
scholastic axiom maintains that there 
nothing the intellect which was not first 
the senses. Present-day 
chologists tell that the more the 
external senses brought into operation the 
learning process, the more quickly the 
truth comprehended and the more readily 
retained. Therefore, whenever and how- 
ever you can contrive let sight, hearing, 
smell, taste, feeling enter into your classes, 
please so. will pay you and the pupils 
rich dividends. 

Sight, course, will used much more 
frequently than the other senses, for much 
per cent learning comes thereby. 
are told also that there such pos- 
sibility nonreader, although some you 
may take that statement skeptically.

main tool, the textbook, best advantage, 
why not use some the salient features 
the unit method? 

you know, there are several different 
ways using the unit method instruction.

For Understanding 


Also, during the presentation, write all 
the words the word study (and others 
that you think necessary) the board 
you use them.

even the first question. Give your budding 
genius some library work. Encourage him 
the school library you have one, 
the public library for more information 
about the topic under discussion. may 
find material other history books, 
may find stories historical nature which 
may lend factual information and interest 
the group.

There are many means available allow 
children recite, make known the 
knowledge facts ideas concerning the 
unit work. The simplest these the 
answering questions. When this method 
employed, well that the questions 
formulated specifically the teacher 
and answered complete statements the 
pupils. Some questions are included for this 
purpose the exercises following each unit 
work your textbooks. 

Depending upon the maturity the chil- 
dren, any the following additional activities 
are excellent: engaging group discussions, 
giving oral reports floor talks, conduct- 
ing meetings, engaging debates, participat- 
ing programs dramatizations, making 
written reports, making on-the-spot radio 
newscasts before classroom 
broadcasting them over the school public- 
address system, playing the popular radio 
quiz game called Twenty Questions. This 
latter game excellent device which 
trains deductive reasoning. 

The next important step the process 
drill which aids the retention truths 
learned. Drill, although old 
fashioned some, still primary im- 
portance for the development memory. 
But everything the field need 
not memorized drilled, rather, only 
those facts considered essential. Most these 
are included the study exercises follow- 
ing each unit work your texts. 

Drill means repetition, and frequent repe- 
tition. For instance, sectional drill 
essential facts followed one each suc- 
ceeding section makes for cumulative review 
which helps stamp out forgetting. this 
done, then the review preceding the final 
unit test easy task. One note warning 
regarding drill should issued, however: drill 
should always follow the presentation, under- 
standing, and learning the unit work, 
rather ‘than precede it. should embrace 
only the high lights the unit. When this 
procedure followed, you ought not learn 
too many new items when you correct the 
unit examinations for your young hopefuls. 
Don’t eradicate all the boners found there, 
however, for they add zest and laughter 
otherwise tedious task! 

For those you who are satisfied with 
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the minimum teaching, you may stop 
here—or rather, continue like manner 
the next section the unit. But, for 
those you who are willing spend your- 
selves little more than necessary, and 
who don’t count the cost investment 
imagination and ingenuity, here are some 
further suggestions.

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CATHOLICS AND SCIENCE 


Norman 


Catholic Church frequently ac- 

cused the foe science, although sci- 
ence largely its present advanced stage 
because the interest and help the 
Church. True science knowledge God’s 
handiwork, and better knowledge God’s 
handiwork clarifies the bond between God and 
man, which religion. 

The great ancient learning was lost view 
when the Roman Empire fell and the bar- 
barians ushered the Dark Ages. The Bene- 
dictine Monks Monte Cassino Italy 
the fifth century preserved much the an- 
cient knowledge and made new discoveries 
and spread its light over Europe. 

the eleventh century there were church 
established universities Salerno, Seville, 
Toledo, Cordovo which were followed oth- 
ers Paris, Bologna, Oxford, Cambridge, 
Padua, and Naples the next century, church 
inspired, staffed, and administered with mathe- 
matics and astronomy among the principal 
subjects. Chemistry largely confused with 
magic was the monastic and church schools 
preserved pure science. 


Popes Promoted Science 


Dr. Charles Wall, whom select, 
‘because states, “The Popes punished all 
possessors learning and forbade their books 
read,” his book The Curious Lore 
Drugs and Medicines, without mentioning 
such popes, reluctantly contradicts himself. 
For example, says: 

“In the tenth century, Pope Sylvester 
studied Arabian mathematics and the trans- 
lation many Arabian works into Latin was 
begun. His name, before being elevated the 
Papacy, was Gerbert. had traveled ex- 
tensively and spoke Arabic and Greek and 
wrote Hebrew fluently. was who intro- 
duced into Europe what now call the 
Arabic system numbering. Gerbert has 
been acclaimed ‘the first mind his time, 
its greatest teacher, its most eager learner 
and most universal 

Pope John XXII instituted chairs medi- 
cine and arts the University Perugia 
the bull Erectio cathedrarum medicinae 
artium Perusino studia, February 18, 1321, 
and then founded university Cahors, his 
birthplace, the bull, Confirmatio erectionis 
Universitatus civitate Cadurcensi, June 
1332. When Benjamin Franklin demonstrated 
his kite that. electricity was lightning, 
similar experiments were being carried 
Father Diwusch. Abbe Nollet France stud- 
ied the effects electricity animals and 
plants, and Italian, Father Beccaria, was 
elected member the Royal Society 
England because the appreciation his 
work non-Catholic English scientist, 
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Priestly. (Encyclopedia Americana, Vol. 
“Catholic Church and Science,” 81). 

The electrical terms, galvanic, ohm, ampere, 
and coulomb, are named after distinguished 
Catholic pioneers the field, Galvani, Ohm, 
Ampere, and Coulomb. 


Catholic Biologists 

The story evolution gave rise the 
belief that man descended from the ape, 
although the real protagonists the evolu- 
tion theories never taught this fact. 
Without scientific proof, many accept this 
conclusion and denounce the Church back- 
ward for not falling with views which have 
never been scientifically demonstrated. Yet 
Catholic lay and clerical scientists have done 
valuable work the field biology, which 
some others have stultified for publicity rather 
than truth. 

1770 the Abbe Spallanzani published his 
Regenerations, threshold work the field 
modern biology. 

was Catholic, Theodor Schwann, who 
discovered the cell theory life. Louis 
Pasteur, father modern bacteriology, was 
devout Catholic, whose humble wish was 
have the faith lowly Breton peasant 
woman. him owe decrease deaths 
because insisted cleanliness child- 
birth cases, milk preparation, food can- 
ning, his anthrax discoveries, and his cure 
and prevention rabies, and modern life- 
saving great famine areas due food 
preservation. 

The theory heredity, scientifically devel- 
oped and demonstrated ascribed the Bel- 
gian Monk, later Abbot, Gregor Mendel. 
Father Wasman, the Jesuit, was outstand- 
ing entomologist. Father LeGrand the Uni- 
versity Paris, loan the University 
Pennsylvania for archaeological work con- 
nected with the discoveries the ancient Ur, 
city Abraham. this field the names 
Father Obermaier and Abbe Brueil stand out 
well the Dominican Pere Scheil. 
The Church encourages such work, and with 
the Papal Academy Science puts help and 
not obstacles the paths such scientists 
Father Hubbard, who has explored the 
glaciers and volcanoes Alaska and who 
aided the United States much the last 
war with his experience and activities. 


The Church and Medicine 


Medicine the debt the Catholic 
Church despite claims only through 
shrines and medals and relics that she in- 
terested cures. The Church definitely 
interested real cures through direct Divine 
intervention, and Lourdes there corps 
physicians, whose main job make sure 
that credit given miracle for any 
cure which can otherwise explained.

Dr. James Walsh his Popes and Sci- 
ence the chapter the Popes and Medical 
Education and the Papal Medical School, 
credits Pope Boniface VIII, organizer the 
University the City Rome. During the 
Papal exile Avignon, Denifle his History 
the Middle Ages points out that Pope 
John XXII paid the salary teacher 
physics this school from papal revenues. 

Alexander established the Papal School 
new buildings. Leo son Lorenzo the 
Magnificent, combined the University the 
City Rome with the University the 
Papal Court. Dr. Walsh the book men- 
tioned, says Bealdo Colombo came there 
the first the great professors during the 
Pontificate Paul III. Colombo was succes- 
sor Padua the great Vesalius. Dr. Walsh 
quotes Dr. Fisher writing the 
Anatomy and Surgery, Brooklyn, 
“He (Colombo) dissected extraordinary 
number human bodies and devoted him- 
self the solution problems anatomy 
and physiology that had been most aptly 
styled the Claude Bernard the Sixteenth 
Century.” 

His Anatomica published posthu- 
mously was permission dedicated Pope 
Pius IV. later famous anatomist, Piccolo- 
mini, dedicated his Lectures 
Pope Sixtus The anatomigal sketches 
Eustachius after whom the Eustachian tube 
named were, according Walsh, printed 
mainly the expense Pope Clement XI. 

Andreas Caesalpinus Pisa came 1592 
the University Rome, now the Sapienza, 
and taught the circulation the blood. Dr. 
Michael Foster, delivering the Lane Lectures 
(Cambridge Press, 1901), says, “He thus 
appears have grasped the important truth, 
hidden, would seem, from all before him, 
that the heart, its systole, discharges its 
contents into the aorta (and pulmonary ar- 
tery), and its diastole received blood from 
the vena cava (and pulmonary vein).” 

When Pope Julius incorporated Bologna 
into the Papal States, continued that 
patronage the famous medical school 
Bologna founded John XXII. 

the bull Erectrio Cathedrarum Medici- 
nae, Pope John XXII prescribes for the doc- 
torate medicine, course study equal 
that the Universities Bologna Paris 
seven years. 

Rudolph Virchow, Berlin, 1879, 
Public Medicine and the History Epidemics, 
refers eighty-four hospitals Eastern 
Europe. “The beginning the history all 
these German hospitals connected with 
the name the Pope. The Hospitals the 
Holy Ghost were one of. the many means 
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which Innocent III thought hold humanity 
the Holy See.” marvels how Pope 
who humbled emperors and deposed kings and 
inspired crusades, “turned his eyes sympa- 
thetically upon the poor and sick, sought the 
helpless and the neglected upon the streets, 
and saved the illegitimate children from death 
the waters.” 

Virchow, agnostic, criticized the secular 
hospitals and praised the higher motive care 
for the sick the religious hospitals. says 
“our training schools for nurses must teach 
very differently what they present, 
the care the sick municipal hospitals 
shall compare favorably with that given them 
religious institutions. Our hospitals must 
become transformed into true humanitarian 
institutions.” 

Arthur Dillon, English architect, the 
Mail and Express, May 1904, comments 
the well laid out, ventilated, and cheery 
hospital founded 1293 Taniere, France, 
the sister St. Louis IX, the king, “It 
was, moreover, great contrast the cheer- 
less white wards today. The vaulted ceiling 
was very beautiful, the woodwork was richly 
carved, and the great windows over the altars 
were filled with colored glass. Altogether, 
was one the best examples the best 
period Gothic architecture.” 


The Church and Chemistry 


Papal bulls which forbade the study 
alchemy were supposedly issued Pope 
John XXII, thus retarding the study 
chemistry. 

Alchemy, the ancestor modern chemistry, 
truly indebted its sire. However, one 
the great aims alchemy was discover 
means changing base metals into gold and 
silver, task not too preposterous, since 
small scale has been done modern times. 

Naturally swindlers entered the field and 
made and sold false gold and silver. 

Against these Pope John XXII issued 
prohibition, not bull, against nof alchemy 
chemistry, but counterfeiting. The decree 
Avignon, 1317, Crimine Falsi Titulus 
VI, Joannis XXII, translation reads: 

“The Crime Falsification. Alchémies are 
here prohibited and those who practice them 
produce their being done are punished. 
They must forfeit the public treasury for 
the benefit the poor much genuine gold 
and silver they have manufactured the 

The rest the decretal denounces the 
“alchemists” who even stamp the false metal 
money and pass counterfeit. 

The same critics point with approval 
English law Henry which ordered, 
“That one shall henceforth multiply gold 
silver, nor use the craft multiplication, 
because many people color this 
plication made false money, the great 
detriment the King and the injury the 
people.” 

illogical and false accuse the 
United States Government forbidding the 
study chemistry because forbids and 
punishes counterfeiting money punishes 
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the adulteration and false labeling foods 
and drugs. The same Pope issued 
Super Illius Specula, 1326, forbidding the 
practice magic and directed against fortune 
tellers, sellers amulets and magic charms, 
etc. The Latin text may read its en- 
tirety page 414 the Appendix Dr. 
James Walsh’s, The Popes and Science. 

The bull condemns the pretense and belief 
the practices, the study, and orders 
books the subject destroyed. 

Where there here any enmity science 
any more than modern laws against flim- 
flamming pretended necromancy? 

Thirteenth-century chemistry was popular 
study, and its great names include Albertus 
Magnus, bishop and saint, Roger Bacon Fran- 
ciscan, whose work was published the request 
Pope, and the Great Paracelsus, Catholic 
chemist, pharmacist, and medico, the Abbot 
Trithemius Spanheim, Bishop Erhart 
Levanthol, and others. The many traveling 
missionaries brought back pharmaceutics 
used the chemists and physicians. The 
Jesuits Peru introduced the use qui- 
nine for fever, named after the Viceroy Count 
known today cinchona bark. 
Prejudice was great among certain Protes- 
tants first against the use the bark, 
because was called also Jesuit Bark.

German, Puschmann (Handbuch der Ge- 
schichte der Medizin, Vol. II, page 227) car- 
ries direct statement Pope Benedict XIV, 
under the heading, “Concerning the Dissection 
Bodies Public Institutions Learning, 
and reply the question whether the Bull 
Boniface VIII forbids the dissection 
human 

The Pope pays tribute the advanced 
medical science Rome and the benefits 
derived from human dissection and adds this 
not contrary the bull Boniface VIII. 
“From the rest the bull,” says Benedict 
XIV, “it clear that this penalty was only 
inflicted upon those who took bodies 
already buried out their graves and 
act horrible itself, cut them pieces 
order that they might carry them elsewhere 
and place them another tomb. very 
clear, however, that this, the dissection 
bodies, which was proved necessary for 
those exercising the profession medicine, 

The Emperor Frederick 1240 promul- 
gated law for the Two Sicilies requiring 
physicians have degree from university 
and license from the government. They had 
study three years before taking medi- 
cine, spend three years medical school 
and one year apprenticeship with physi- 
cian before practicing and surgeon 
had study surgery and dissection. This 
law Frederick set forth the Journal 
the American Medical Association, issue 
January, 1908. 

Frederick, loyal son the Church, famous 
crusader, general, was especially 
interested the advancement surgery and 
continued foster its study Salerno. Text- 
books surgery were written Roger and 
Roland and “The Four Masters.” The Renais- 
sance and printing preserved the works 
surgery the famous Italian surgeons that 
period, who were unquestionably Catholic and 
working under Catholic auspices. They even 
did some plastic surgery witness the arti- 
ficial nose silver, placed the face the 
astronomer Tycho Brahe. One the great 
surgeons the thirteenth century was Theo- 
doric, bishop. his book, says pus 
not necessary wounds, writes about skull 
fractures and fracture the spine. advo- 
cates many the common practices so- 
called modern surgery. Some the great 
surgeons this period were also ecclesiastics: 
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Lanfrac, who taught Paris; Guy Chau- 
father French surgery, who was physi- 
cian the popes Avignon and wrote text- 
book Chirugia Magna. 

Eustachius, Malpighi, and Varolus, papal 
physicians, who practiced dissection, were pio- 
neers anatomy and may noticed gave 
their names various organs. 

Belgian, Vesalius, could not get dissect- 
ing material France Belgium and went 
Italy where studied, and later wrote 
great book anatomy illustrated with dis- 
sections. Why such lie developed against 
the Catholic Church when fact was 
England and America where antidissection 
laws exist, only one the many mysteries 
the history bigotry.

Who Really Fails? 


Before the school year draws close 
classroom teachers again will begin give 
serious consideration the age-old problem 
which pupils promote and which 
fail. These cases are way unique, be- 
cause this nationwide Although 
alleviated somewhat school systems where 
“everyone passes,” nevertheless, still 
widespread enough cause some puzzling 
problems. 

The average teacher finds wide range 
abilities her room. Since American edu- 
cation tending “educate all the children 
all the people,” and because compulsory 
school attendance throws high grade 
moron into the same classes with the near 
genius, the average classroom becomes slow 
learner, normal, bright mixture. This appears 
true most parochial and public schools. 
However, should with great deal 
deliberation that the child who does not 
measure the others scholastic attain- 
ment retained for another year the 
same grade the hope that will become 
proficient the rest. 

There just one reason teacher can have 
for retarding child’s grade progression. 
failing will enable him accomplish 
understanding skills and knowledge deemed 
necessary for particular grade and his 
social and emotional adjustment will not

retarded the process, failing fair and 
desirable. 

Most school administrators and classroom 
teachers are aware studies made the 
problems grade retardation. Some success 
had been achieved children who have been 
retarded. But the problem facing the admin- 
istrator and teacher whether not failing 
grade will help particular child. Will 
sure, each case must studied individually, 
because there rule thumb method 
which would apply all. all fairness 
the child, the teacher should have full 
command the circumstances surrounding 
each case order make recommendations 
for retardation. 

But each year, many children are retained 
who not benefit failing. Only about one 
fourth the repeaters better work the 
second year. Examine the records your own 
school for proof this fact. They will not 
vary too much from this figure. scarcely 
desirable follow mandatory policy 
failure for nonachievement which little 
good results few and much harm many. 

Elementary school children, rule, come 
school eager learn and part 
the group. assumed also that certain 
pupils will never able master certain 
academic requirements. What good does 
retain child when will not able 
master the work matter how long 


stays the same grade? can scarcely 


feel that part the group his class- 


mates move and leave him behind 
new, strange situation which may become 
the bully, compensating for his wounded 
dignity, the outcast, accepted neither 
the new class nor his former associates. 

Because plays the dual role helping 
the child understand the teachers and the 
school, and the teachers’ development 
insight and skill understanding and helping 
the child, effective elementary school 
guidance program, while not panacea for 
the failure problem, will much clear 
pupil and teacher misunderstandings. 

Very few elementary schools have guid- 
ance counselor even effective guidance 
plan specialized part the program. 
More often guidance becomes the job the 
already overburdened classroom teacher. But 
because budget limitations, some means 
should found whereby the teacher, who 
devotes certain portion each day 
guidance, apart from her actual classroom 
teaching, would have lighter teaching load 
enable her carry her guidance work 
effectively. some schools, the use the 
“Floating Teacher” has provided the means 
giving classroom teachers the opportunity 
counsel students. 

The following questions are proposed 
aid checking the elementary school guid- 
ance activities. 

Does the guidance program meet the 
needs boys and girls providing desir- 
able social experiences? 

the guidance program designed the 
help emotional adjustment that 
integrated personality? 

the guidance program basic educa- 
tional adjustment laying the groundwork 
for desirable habits study and the diagnosis 
aptitudes and abilities. 

Does the guidance program recognize the 
therapeutic values leisure time and physical 
health activities? 

Does the guidance program attempt 
broaden the vocational background the 
child? 

Does the guidance program build the 
framework for desirable ethical and moral 
values? 

Does the guidance program include 
guidance clinic which meets regularly with 
the parents, teachers, principal, psychologist, 
school nurse, and other necessary specialists 
determine course action problem 
cases? 

Does the guidance program follow the 
progress the child beyond the realm 
the elementary school into the high school? 

This list means all inclusive. Un- 
doubtedly can expanded conform 
your local situation, but keep mind that 
when the question promotion retention 
arises the end the year, the admin- 
istrator and the teacher should question each 
case individually. Where are you weak? Are 
you lacking effective .guidance program? 
you are, who really fails?

ture, for example: The first problem related 
the kind parents the boy had. 
had father whose discipline was lax, 
overstrict, erratic, the mother left the 
boy his own devices, the home was 
only place hang his hat, one 
both parents rejected the boy emotionally, 
then these factors were presented 
strong degree the possibilities were 
100 that the boy would delinquent. 

There were also five points the char- 
acter traits the individual which were 
significant indication future de- 
linquency. They were: (1) social assertion, 
(2) defiance, (3) suspicion, (4) destruc- 
tiveness, (5) impulsiveness. the boy 
showed these qualities marked degree, 
then the chances were that out 
100 cases would delinquent. The 
third element entering into future de- 
linquency was the personality traits the 
boy. were adventurous, extroverted 
action, suggestible, stubborn, and emo- 
tionally unstable marked degree then 
the chances were 100 that would 
become delinquent. 

Here are some indications for the teach- 
ers watch their problem boys see 
what the likelihood these problem 
children becoming delinquent. should 
noted that the environment factors are 
bad they can readily changed, par- 
ticularly the character traits and per- 
sonality traits are not too marked the 
direction delinquency, but the per- 
sonality traits and the character traits are 
marked, then reconstruction the in- 
extremely difficult educa- 
tional job essential. One should read 
with caution the statements that this 
study the following factors are not signifi- 
cant: health, conflict cultures, large 
families, serious physical ailments the 
families father and mother, age 
parents when married, difference age 
parents, and drunkenness, mental retarda- 
tion, extreme poverty the father’s 
family.” These may not determining 
factors, but they are many individual 
cases very significant factors, and con- 
junction with character traits 
sonality traits such have been listed 
above they certainly are factor

Lay Teachers Can Help 


need more teachers for Catholic 
elementary and high schools. The need 
urgent. The writer can name one parochial 
school where some the Sisters are teach- 
ing about pupils one room while the 
public schools the same community limit 
the size class about pupils. 

The remedy usually suggested for the 
crying need for more teachers more 
vocations the teaching sisterhoods and 
brotherhoods. all means, let cam- 
paign for and pray for more vocations. 

However, have been told pray 
everything depended upon God (as 
does) but work (and plan) every- 
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thing depended upon ourselves. Certainly 
are neglecting the second part this 
advice when sit and wait for more re- 
ligious teachers while many those 
active service are shortening their lives 
overwork and some Catholic children, even 
with the reluctant consent bishop 
pastor, are attending the more adequately 
staffed public schools. 

suggest that when given school 
cannot obtain sufficient number re- 
ligious, the logical solution employ 
few well-selected, highly qualified lay 
teachers. Note the adjectives and adverbs 
are using. Very likely you know 
cases where lay teachers have failed. Isn’t 
more than likely that they have failed 
because they were not carefully selected 
from highly qualified applicants? 

The realistic remedy employing 
minority lay teachers Catholic schools 
becoming more common. Last year 
the parochial schools the Archdiocese 
New Orleans, there were 1555 religious and 
335 lay teachers. another part the 
country, prominent order teaching 
Sisters requested the bishops whose ter- 
ritory its members were working that 
each school having least eight teachers, 
the pastor release one Sister and hire 
lay teacher her place. This experiment 
its second year has been successful. 

The lay teacher, course, according 
social justice, must receive reasonable 
much more than -what 
being given religious. One the 
diocesan superintendents concerned with 
the arrangement have described urges 
salary not less than the prevailing scale 
the public schools. would not too 
great burden for many parishes, urban 
rural, employ one lay teacher for 
each seven religious. would bring 
twofold benefit the relief overcrowded 
classroom conditions and the possibility 
our religious communities’ accepting more

And would equally ridiculous 
say thet un-American, authoritarian, 
totalitarian hold and teach the inflexi- 
ble truths which our democracy de- 
pends. that un-American, then 
America itself un-American. America 
intolerant that she forbids her sub- 
jects profess allegiance foreign 
power. 

The basic truths upon which democ- 
racy built, and which “should 
taught Americans with all the power 
and ingenuity the best-known edu- 
cational methods” are “the existence 
personal God who will judge the good 
and evil man’s life and reward him 
accordingly; that all men are obliged 
worship and obey God His creatures 
and servants; that man hds spiritual 
well material and that 
responsible for his this 
life; and that all men without exception 
possess these duties and 
these God-given rights. 

These are the only basic principles 
which can keep nation free. They are 
the only truths that can motivate men 
and women sacrifice for their govern- 
ment. They are the only principles 
worth living for that they are also 
worthy dying for.

Students are aroused genuine challenge, 
and Mr. Blue presents that challenge. very 
concentrated form gives the Christian 
answer modern materialism and secular- 
ism. Rev. Martin Carrabine, S.J., former 
moderator Chicago’s Cisca, said Blue, 
“He nut, but this world needs whole 
group nuts just like him.” give 
Blue our students psychological 
moment. During their junior year they study 
American literature.

Cincinnati for the past five years there 
has existed unique science club the Cath- 
olic high schools the city. Since 
ent from any other science club that has come 
attention, description this associa- 
tion helpful. Perhaps may suggest 
the forming similar organizations other 
cities. 

This science club attempts include its 
membership all the many science clubs 
existing the Catholic high schools the 
city. present ten the local schools are 
participating actively. The organization began 
science teachers’ meeting through chance 
remark diocesan priest, Father Richard 
Willhelm, and was brought fruition through 
the energetic interest and organizational ability 
Brother Bernard Jansen, teacher Purcell 
High School. Father Willhelm expressed the 
wish that the various science clubs our 
schools get together occasionally for the pur- 
pose mutual emulation. After some discus- 
sion, was agreed that organizational 
meeting would held centrally located 
Catholic club. Invitations were sent all the 
local Catholic high schools. scientist from 
the Institutum Divi Thomae agreed serve 
guest speaker for the occasion. More than 
hundred students, representing half dozen 
schools were present the first meeting. 


How the Meetings Are Planned 


was agreed that each one the schools 
should sponsor one meeting per year its 
school.

Development the Program 


The program the club has not remained 
static. the brief business meeting which 
comes first each time, suggestions are given for 
changes, additions to, deletions from, the 
various programs according the interest 
shown. For example, the quiz program phase 
was soon eliminated. The school demonstra- 
tions became more elaborate, and often movies 
and slides were used illustrate talks. 

the organization became more and more 
popular, was decided that membership cards 
would required for admission the meet- 
ings. These cards were available each school 
all recognized members the school science 
clubs. student were not member 
science club his school but wanted 
attend, could obtain guest card for ad- 
mission the single meeting. During the 
past school year, the average attendance 
the monthly meetings was several hundred, 
and ten schools were participating. 

the choice speakers, which left 
the school putting the program, there has 
been natural tendency get Catholic high 
school and college graduates who are now 
some technical practical field science. 
Thus radio engineer has treated the field 
television; paint technician, the subject 
the chemistry color; naturalist, the topic 
bird blinds. One the most interesting 
guest speeches the past year was that 
Father Lewis the Institutum Divi Thomae 
the need for Catholic scientists.

The Fabric 


Dusting Schools 


Very little attention given the methods 
dusting schoolrooms. The chore one 
which hated teachers and done with more 
less dislike janitors. There are right and 
wrong ways dusting; ways that will im- 
prove health and increase the life the 
finishes furniture and walls. 

Adolph Heindenschickle, writing the Iowa 
School Custodians’ News Letter, makes the 
following useful suggestions concerning easy 
ways dusting: 

Cleaning rooms can brisk, efficient, and 
stimulating, can grimy and time con- 
suming. Much depends the tools used 
the more efficient the tools used, the faster and 
easier the work. Some the tools that have 
been recommended are vacuum cleaners with 
attachments, chemical-treated dusters and dust 
mops, carpet sweepers, and soft clean dust cloths. 

Cleaning tools are good servants only when 
they receive the proper care. soiled duster 
dust mop little better than none all. 
harsh, dirty cloth worse than none all, 
because soils and scratches dusts. few 
minutes day spent caring for your cleaning 
tools will pay good dividends service. 

extremely important that walls dusted 
regularly and often, more difficult cleaning 
tasks are avoided. Walls that are neglected 
soon acquire film greasy dust that attracts 
and holds still more dust which inevitably be- 
comes embedded and difficult remove. 

However, where dust and cobwebs are the 
only problem, walls may dusted with the 
suction attachment the vacuum cleaner, 
soft wall-brush hair, nylon, lamb’s wool 
with long handle, corn broom covered with 
clean, soft cloth. dusting walls work from 
the top down giving special attention high 
moldings. 

Care should used dusting cobwebs. 
cobwebs are present, whether they are spider 
webs dust cobwebs, remove them with 
upward lifting stroke avoid streaking the 
walls. Cobwebs any sort are sticky and 
they are pulled leave trail dirt that hard 
remove. 


Using Dust Mops 

Dust mops are ideal for removing dust and 
lint from floors. They are used best gliding 
the mop over the surface, without raising 
from the floor avoid scattering the dust. 
Never use heavily oiled dust mop, leaves 
dust catching film, but rather use the new dust 
absorbing chemicals. These chemicals absorb the 
dust and lint into the dust mop, yet contain 
oil stain spot. Treated mops can very 
effective removing the dust from waxed 
floors, asphalt rubber tile, and other types 
floors. 


Good housekeepers should always hang 


their dust mops, letting heads rest 
the floor causes the yarn matt. addition 
has been recommended clean the mops after 
each use, using the suction attachment the 
vacuum cleaner. this not practical the mop 
should shaken free dust. The practice 
using the vacuum cleaner for 
dusting bare floors good one. When this 
done the dust mops never get very dirty. 


Use Soft Dust Cloths 

dusting with cloths, use soft, lintless cloth 
duster. Dust with even strokes gathering the 
dust into the cloth, instead scattering 
about. When soiled, the cloths should laun- 
dered, dirty dust cloth does more harm than 
good, because soils and scratches dusts. 

After the dust cloths have been laundered, ap- 
ply good dust absorbing treatment and allow 
dry. Avoid the cedar oil, lemon oil, other 
“oily” treatments they deposit dust catching 
film, they have the tendency streak, stain, 
spot. 

There have been several improvements made 
dust mop and dust cloth treatments. One manu- 
facturer has emulsion product that, when 
applied the mop cloth, will absorb the 
dust and dirt, cleaning and polishing one 
operation, yet does not discolor the finish. 
Another manufacturer has similar product for 
absorbing the dust, but addition will kill 
germs contacts. Now possible remove 
the dust, and have clean, sanitary surface also. 


Cleaning Radiators 


Neglected radiators cause unsightly soil de- 
posits the surrounding walls. avoid this, 
clean the radiators often, especially during the 
season when use. good way clean radia- 
tors brush the coils exposed radiators 
with downward stroke and collect the dust 
and dirt damp newpapers beneath. you 
have vacuum cleaner, use the blower attach- 
ment dislodge thé dust and blow downward; 
then use the suction attachment gather the 
dust into the bag. 

Mirrors can kept clean for long intervals 
dusting, but occasionally they need additional 
care. 

wood floors, floor oil not particularly 
satisfactory, the surface becomes “tacky” and 
the dirt clings it. time the floor darkens. 

Concrete floors have tendency create dust, 
but this can overcome giving them

coat wax. Very often this will keep down the 
dust effectively. you don’t want apply 
wax, this method not effective, 
hardener may applied. Products now manu- 
factured for this purpose prove very effective,
